Without breach- 
ing hospitality and without suggesting 
envy, the States where such resources 
lie should see to it that their own na- 
tives should be prepared to utilize them 
to the limit. The best means to that 
end is liberal support by legislation, 
supplemented by individual endowments 
so founded as not to dwarf self-respect 
and self-dependence of students, of in- 
stitutions that will give the best engi- 
neering training in the country on the 
one hand, and on the other the best 
preparation for success in the trade. 
Supplementing this should be a gener- 
ous recognition on the part of the capi- 
tal class in the South of the capabilities 
of Southern youth thus prepared and 
an encouragement to them to remain in 
the South as an incentive for the exiles 
who have succeeded elsewhere to return 
home to greater triumph. 

Men who are becoming exhausted in 
the struggle should remember that in 
the midst of the smoke and tumult of 
battle few fighters have a chance to see 
the end, but that victory usually comes 
at the moment when the fighting is 
hardest. But it is time for the South 
to wake up as to this vital question.

STEEL BARGES FOR OHIO RIVER 
COAL.

steel is the construction of steel barges 
for the shipment of coal on the Ohio and 
down the Mississippi river. A number 
of barges are now being built at Pitts- 
burg by large coal operators with a 
view to carrying coal down the Missis- 
sippi and to Havana and other West 
Indian ports without breaking cargo. 
It is estimated that there are about 11,- 
000 coal barges on the rivers, and with 
the start made for the substitution of 
steel for these wooden barges it is be- 
lieved that there will be a very rapid 
change, and that there will soon be an 
enormous fleet of steel barges handling 
coal the Ohio river and its tribu- 
taries for shipment to Europe, to the 
West Indies and to Central America. 
This not only means a great demand for 
steel for an entirely new use, but it 
means an entirely new development in 
the river coal trade of very far-reaching 
importance.

DEMAND FOR WOOD PAVEMENTS. 

A demand for a street-paving mate- 
rial substantial and durable, yet not so 
noisy as stone or brick, has arisen with- 
in the last few years in our large cities 
in consequence of the increasing density 
of vehicle traffic in the business sections 
and the great noise consequent there- 
These conditions are almost un- 
bearable to the workers in offices in 
some quarters, the clatter in 
time when windows and doors are open 
being so great at times as to almost pre- 
vent conversation in offices fronting on 
the streets and constantly interrupting 
business men in the conduct of their 
affairs. To meet the demand for a less 
noisy pavement creosoted wooden blocks 
have been laid on some of the more im- 
portant business streets of New York, 
Baltimore and other with the 
gratifying result of a great diminution 
in the amount of noise caused by the 
highway traffic and also of a much 
smoother surface that conduces to the 
comfort of persons who are obliged to 
drive their vehicles along such streets. 

These wooden pavements seem to be a 
success not only in the matter of reduc- 
ing the volume of city noises, but also 
as to durability and substantiality. It 
is perhaps a little early to conclude that 
these last two points are settled by 
these American pavements because they 
have maybe not been down long enough 
to prove that they are in every way as 
lasting as the wooden pavements of 
some foreign cities. Nevertheless, it is 
not to be doubted that this country will 
yield a sufficiently durable and substan- 
tial wood for all street-paving purposes 
should those used fail to 
meet all requirements, and in this con- 
nection it is safe to conclude that the 
South, with its vast variety of forest 
growths, will produce the very best 
wood for paving blocks. Some of the 
harder varieties of pine are, it is said, 
after treatment with creosote quite well 
adapted for street paving, but there are 
also other varieties of wood in the 
Southern forests that would prove quite 
xs suitable, if not better. For instance, 
there is gum, a hard, heavy wood, the 
texture of which is so tough that its 
uses are at present comparatively lim- 
ited. Perhaps if this were cut into pav- 
ing blocks and creosoted it would prove 
to be one of the most substantial and 
lasting of all varieties of material 
which have been used on the streets. It 
might also happen that portions of the 
best pine not large enough to be made 
into lumber could be utilized by manu- 
facturing into paving blocks, and such 
a method of disposing of what would be 
otherwise waste might be applied to 
other kinds of wood. 

Some of the reports in circulation 
about the utility of wooden pavements, 
while admitting that they are compara- 
tively costly, are almost enthusiastic in 
their remarks upon the serviceability of 
wood as compared with stone.- While 
noting particularly its smoothness and 
ability to reduce noise, it is said to be 
nearly as durable as granite, and in 
support of this assertion the experience 
with a pavement that has been laid on a 
very busy street for six years is cited. 
This particular pavement, which was 
laid in Chicago, is said to be still in ap- 
parently perfect condition. Baltimore 
has placed such a pavement around her 
courthouse, and has also laid some of it 
in adjoining streets. New York has it 
in lower Broadway, where it is appar- 
ently meeting all expectations and re- 
quirements.

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WELFARE OF EMPLOYES. 

In its issue of September 20 the 
MANUFACTURERS’ Recorp made mention 
of the building of a model city at Baga- 
lusa, about 60 miles from New Orleans, 
to provide homes for the families of the 
men who will be employed in the $1,- 
500,000 concrete fireproof sawmill de- 
signed to cut at the rate of 600,000 feet 
a day lumber from more than 500,000 
acres of Louisiana pine land belonging 
to the Goodyears of New York. Until 
the business houses, homes, mill, sew- 
ers, water-works, streets and sidewalks 
of the new city intended for a popula- 
tion of 10,000 persons are completed 
the only occupants of the place will be 
the laborers employed in_ building. 
When the city shall be born in a night, 
as it were, its population will have en- 





joyment of conveniences and facilities 
unsurpassed by those of any similar 
industrial community. One section of 
the town, to be traversed by 16 miles 
of railroad switches, will be devoted 
exclusively to the actual lumber busi- 
In another section the corpora- 
the Great Southern Lumber Co., 
will build a church, a Young Men’s 
Christian Association hall, a_ public 
hall, a hospital and a town hall, which 
will be flanked by a -thickly-wooded 
park of 200 acres. Near the public 
buildings will be the homes of the Amer- 
ican white employes, and across the 
railroad tracks from them the homes of 
the Italians in one section and of the 
negroes in another. According to the 
American Lumberman, there will be in 
the section for white families 80 eight- 
room houses, 100 six-room houses and 
80 five-room houses, and in the Italian 
and negro sections 200 four-room cot- 
tages, 150 three-room cottages and 300 
two-room cottages, the conveniences 
and interior furnishings of all being ex- 
actly alike. The streets, which are to 
be macadamized, will be 60 feet wide 
with the exception of a few 100 feet 
wide, and behind each row of houses 
will be a 30-foot alley, in which will be 
laid all the water pipes and sewers. 
Five large boarding-houses to accommo- 
date 200 men each will be needed in 
addition to the individual dwellings. 
The rent for these will range from $3 
to $24 a month, including water and 
electric-light service: each house will 
have a bath, and there will be running 
water in every room. Each of the 
boarding-houses will have its own re- 
frigerating plant, and all of them, to- 
gether with the public buildings and 
offices, will be heated by steam from 
the central power plant. 

With such provisions for the comfort 
and health of its employes it ought not 
to be difficult for the company to have 
readily and to hold permanently a full 
quota of workmen. In building the 
model city the company has had the 
advantage of the experience of older 
cities where modern methods of sanita- 
tion, lighting, heating and housing have

LEARNING ABOUT TEXAS. 

One of the means for bringing about in 
influential quarters a better understand- 
ing of the Southwest is the annual mid- 
winter hunt, conducted under the auspices 
of the passenger department of the Sunset 
Route in Texas. In 1904 a party of 18 
persons were carried over 1000 miles of 
West Texas territory under the auspices 
of Col. T. J. Anderson of Houston, Texas, 
general passenger agent of the Galveston, 
Harrisburg & San Antonio Railway Co,, 
hunting the game to be found in that sec- 
tion, but enjoying the recuperative effects 
of such a journey in that country. Last 
year a similar party of 25 Northern and 
Eastern business men was carried through 
the big thicket of Brazoria and Matagorda 
counties, and the party killed seven bears, 
about 18 deer, innumerable ducks, quail, 
prairie chickens and other wild fowl. 
Colonel Anderson is organizing another 
trip for this year, the start to be made 
about November 5 and the trip to continue 
for 30 days and to cost for each person $7 
a day. It is intended to limit the number 
in the party to 25 persons, exclusive of 
chefs and the management, and 
accompanying it will be several of the 
most noted hunters and woodcraftsmen in 
Texas, under the direction of Mr. Harry 
Redan. In writing of this trip Colonel 
Anderson says:

“We have at our command a private 
hunting preserve of 50,000 acres, also the 
privilege of utilizing twice as much more 
territory. This preserve is located along 
the shores of Matagorda bay, an arm of the 
Gulf of Mexico, and abounds in deer, 
ducks, prairie chicken, quail and other 
wild fowl, as well as bear and bob cats. 
It is traversed by several pretty streams, 
and a number of lakes may also be found 
on the premises as well as inlets from the 
bay, giving ample fishing facilities. As 
this is strictly an out-of-doors event, the 
party will be housed in waterproof tents, 
and we have arranged to have at our com- 
mand every facility for the proper enter- 
tainment of the party as regards personal 
comfort, commissary arrangements and 
transportation facilities. During the 
period of the hunt the party will make 
about five camps, which have been care- 
fully selected, and each of which offers 
different inducements in the hunting and 
fishing line. It is the aim of the manage- 
ment of the party to provide for every com- 
fort and convenience that it is possible to 
obtain under the conditions governing an 
event of this kind.

POLITICS OF PROGRESS IN WEST VIRGINIA 


Practical Proceedings of the Annual Meeting of 
the State Board of Trade 


[Special Dispatch to Manufacturers’ Record. ] 


Charleston, W. Va., October 10. 
In West Virginia the people have made 
business their politics, instead of making 


politics their business. For 15 or 20 years 


the great political leaders, such as ex- 
Governors Fleming, MacCorkle, Atkinson 
and White, and Senators Elkins and 


Davis, have lent their whole energies to 
material development. They are not like 
some of the leaders of the extreme South, 
one of the foremost of whom recently de- 
clared to me that the South resents any 
appeal for 2 course of action based on the 
benefit such course would confer on its 
pocketbook. In West Virginia, on the 
contrary, any candidate for office who did 
not center his interests and his work on 
the fundamental questions of State devel- 
opment would be buried too deep ever to

The spirit of West Virginia is typified 
in the case of ex-Senator Davis, now 85 
years of age, who accepted the presidency 
of the State Board of Trade for the ensu- 
ing year and made a half-hour’s speech on 
the floor of the convention. Still hale and 
hearty, and with his heart in the work of 
developing West Virginia, he declared he 
was with the people of West Virginia 
wherever they stood, and whether right or 
in the wrong. At the same time, said he 
in his address, he would have the people of 
West Virginia do no injustice, and he 
urged the necessity of carefully consider- 
ing legislation. He declared that agitation 
in the State looking to legislation regarded 
as inimical to the railroads had already 
engendered a fear among capitalists which 
has prevented the building of three feeders 
for the Coal & Coke Railroad to open up 
new coal and timber properties that cannot 
be financed until Eastern capitalists are 
Satisfied that no adverse legislation will 
be enacted. Senator Davis declared he be- 


roads, and in making them do right if dis- 
posed to do wrong, but said that unwise or 
adverse legislation hampering and annoy- 
ing their operations would prevent the fu- 
ture development of the railroad interests 
of the State. He emphasized the enormous 
increase that has taken place in every line 
of business, agriculture, manufacturing 
and mining as a result of the great rail- 
road building in West Virginia during the 
past 10 or 15 years, pointing at the same 
time to the fact that where railroads do 
not pentrate values of property do not in- 
crease and mineral and agricultural and 
manufacturing developments cannot pro- 
ceed. His entire speech was a plea for 
fairness to the railroads and against the 
agitation which in many parts of the coun- 
try is seriously retarding the railroad de- 
velopment and thus the advancement of 
sections needing railroads. 

Governor Dawson, in a reply to the 
speech of Senator Davis, declared that 
the whole purpose of the board of equaliza- 
tion acting under the recently enacted tax 
laws is to bring about an equalization of 
the taxes so that the poor man and small 
property-owner may not be required to pay 
an unjust proportion of the taxes. He said 
the aim was not to be unjust to any inter- 
ests, but rather to place the burden of 
taxation equitably upon the large and 
small property-owner alike. 

There were a number of other notable 
speeches delivered throughout the meeting. 
The address of welcome by Mr. F. M. 
Staunton of Charleston voiced the spirit 
of co-operation which is one of the strik- 
ing features of the present development 
of West Virginia. He declared that no 
factory could be located anywhere in West 
Virginia that would not benefit the entire 
State, and no city could be built up with- 
out helping every other city in the State. 
In this spirit of co-operation the members 
of the State Board of Trade are working 
hand in hand for the welfare and upbuild- 
all West Virginia. 

Senator Elkins paid a tribute to this 
movement to work harmoniously for the 
development of the entire State, and elo- 
quently dwelt on the possibilities for great- 
ness which West Virginia’s resources and 
geographical position afford. He com- 
mended the Ohio and Lake Erie Canal as 
a project destined to be of vast benefit in 
the development of the coal and coke and 
timber interests of the State. He advo- 
cated the fostering and upbuilding of a 
merchant marine for this nation and de- 
clared in favor of a national board of 
trade. He believed America would not 
gain and hold a proper portion of foreign 
trade until State and national aid were 
given to board of trade organizations. 
Senator Sproul in an exceedingly inter- 
esting speech discussed the need in West 
Virginia, which is equally applicable to the 
entire South, of better roads, and it is a 
noteworthy fact that the convention deter- 
mined to take action looking to the ap- 
pointment of a highways commission and 
an appropriation for the construction of 
good roads in West Virginia.

Boring for Oil and Gas Near Paris, 
Texas. 


Mayor Ed H. McCuistion of Paris, 
Texas, in a letter to the MANUFACTURERS’ 
RECORD says: 

“A company has been incorporated with 
Messrs. H. P. Mayer and J. A. Porter at 
its head to construct an auditorium and 
skating rink. The dimensions are to be 
70x130 feet, and will be in the main a 
wooden structure. The floor will be sup- 
ported entirely separate and distinct from 
the walls of the main building. Actual 
work is to begin within 30 days. 

“The Paris Oil Co., a corporation com- 
posed entirely of Paris capital, has recently 
struck, while in quest of oil, what they be- 
lieve is a rich find of coal. The drill has 
passed through a strata of coal which ap- 
pears to be of an excellent quality, and is 
nearly, if not quite, 15 feet thick. The 
prospect for securing both oil and gas is 
very flattering. One vein of oil has been 
found which, it is believed, will produce 
five barrels per day. Nothing but a gusher, 
however, will satisfy the company, and it 
js expected to sink the well to a depth of 
2500 feet, if necesary, to secure it. The 
present depth is now a little over 1400 feet. 
The location of the well is within two 
miles of the heart of the city.

FAST ELECTRIC LINE. 


Mile-a-Minute Express Between Bal- 
timore, Washingtonand Annapolis. 
The announcement that the Washington, 

Baltimore & Annapolis Railway has finally 

adopted the single-phase system and has 

placed contracts for the entire electrical 
equipment required will attract consider- 
able interest in engineering and railway 
circles, not only because this is one of the 
most important orders placed for alter- 
nating-current equipment, but also because 
the original promoters of the line were the 
first to adopt the single-phase system. The 
present equipment is ordered from the

The new car 
equipments will consist of quadruple 
G.E.A.-603 motor equipments for direct 
or alternating currents, each motor having 
a capaeity of 125 horse-power.

Munzel Gas Engine and Producer. 

The first gas engines were designed for 
the use of illuminating gas and gasoline. 
but the high cost of these fuels led to the 
invention of various forms of apparatus 
for producing a cheaper fuel. Success has 
been met with in various forms of appa- 


ratus known as gas producers supplying 


what is generally termed “producer gas,” 
of which the combustible portion consists 
mainly of carbon monoxide and hydrogen. 

After having its engineer investigate 
thoroughly the practicable gas engines and 
producers, the Minneapolis Steel & Ma 
chinery Co. of Minneapolis, Minn., deter 
mined on the system invented by Max 


Munzel, managing director of the G. 
Luther Company of Braunschweig, Ger- 
many, as the best. The Minneapolis com 
pany then secured the exclusive rights to 
build these machines in America. Two 


accompanying illustrations show cross 
sections of the Munzel gas engine and gas 
producer. 


The term “suction producer-gas power” 


is descriptive. The system “produces” gas 
from the coal fed into the “producer” or 
“generator,” and this gas is utilized in the 
gas engine in the same manner as illu 
minating gas or gasoline is used in the 
ordinary gas or gasoline engine. 

The system consists of a “producer,” in 
which the gas is formed; a “scrubber,” in 
which the gas is cooled and cleaned; an 
“expansion tank,” from which the engine 


draws its supply; a “gas engine,” where 
the gas is burned and which delivers the 
power, 

The system is so nearly automatic that 
it requires the attention of one man only 
a small part of his time.

The four-cycle horizontal type of Mun- 
zel gas engine is reliable and economical to 
operate, with its working parts in plain 
sight and accessible for examination while 
the engine is in operation. The engine is 
made either right or left hand, as may be 
required. 

The frame is of very heavy design, and 
the outer cylinder barrel is cast in one 
piece with it. Its broad lower surface 
extends nearly to the back end of the cylin- 
der, so that all the strains are conducted 
directly to the foundation, and there is the 
least possible overhanging of any of the 
parts. The air necessary for the explosive 
mixture is taken in through the bed by a 
number of small openings, and all suction 
noises are in this way avoided. 

The space between the two sides of the 
frame is enclosed at the bottom, forming 
an oil receptacle which takes care of any 
dripping oil from the crank, while the base 
of the frame is extended all around and 
provided with a raised lip which effectually 
prevents oil from reaching the foundation. 

The frame contains the main bearings, 
which are provided with removable cast- 
iron shells lined with a high-grade anti- 
friction metal and bored. Large oil cellars 
are provided underneath these bearings, 
and the oil is carried up by rings. 

Besides these two bearings the crank- 
shaft is supported by a third bearing 
placed at the end of the shaft beyond the 
flywheel and pulley. 
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The inner or working cylinder is a plain 
tube with one flange only. It is made of 
hard, close-grained iron, and, being fast- 
ened only at one end, it is free to expand 
longitudinally without setting up any in- 
jurious strain either within itself or any 
other part of the engine, while at the same 
time the joints are made perfectly water- 
tight. 

The piston is very long, and is made 
from a special mixture close-grained iron. 
It carries in its rear part the packing 
rings, which are made from the same mix- 
ture. Its length and very large surface 
allow it to perform the office of the cross- 
head in addition to that of the piston, 
while the length of the connecting rod helps 
to reduce the pressure per square inch 
upon its surface to a minimum,

The “piston pin” is made of 
emery and oil. It is carried in the piston 
by suitably-designed and located hubs. The 
pin is turned tapering to correspond to the 
hubs, and is held in place by a feather key 
and locknut. 

The cylinder head is one of the most im- 
portant parts of the engine. In this cast- 
ing are located all of the valves, and to it 
is attached the sparking device. It is thor- 
oughly water-jacketed, even down to the 
exhaust discharge opening. 

On the upper side is located the inlet 
valve and its operating mechanism. The 
inlet valve and valve cage can be removed 
by taking out four cap screws.

The crankshaft is of the center-crank 
type, and is a solid forging of mild steel, 
with cranks slotted and finished from the 
solid. 

The crank, crankpin and reciprocating 
parts are counterweighted to the extent re- 
quired for perfectly quiet running. 

The connecting rod is made of the best 
open-hearth forged steel. The inner or piston 
pin end is provided with bronze boxes, 
bored and fitted to the pin. The crank end 
is of the marine type, fitted with cast-iron 
shells, finished all over and lined with best 
anti-friction metal. 

The secondary or valve wear shaft is 
driven from the main shaft by spiral-cut 
gears, which are incased in a suitable cast- 
iron case or hood, the upper part of which 
prevents their throwing oil, while the lower 
part acts as an oil celler, in which one of 
the gears runs. This arrangement gives 
perfect lubrication. 

The gears are absolutely noiseless in 
operation, and give a very steady motion 
to the shaft. 

Upon the valve gear shaft are placed 
cams provided with tempered tool steel 
throws, which operate the inlet and ex- 
haust valves. The valves are closed by 
spiral springs. 

The cam rollers are also of tempered 
tool steel. 

The shaft also has a small crank on its 
extreme end, which gives motion to the 
lever which oscillates the igniting appa- 
ratus. 

The three boxes carrying this shaft are 
furnished with removable bronze shells in 
the same way as the main shaft. The oil- 
ing of this shaft is provided for by sight- 
feed oil cups. 

The igniting apparatus consists of a 
magneto having an oscillating armature 
and heavy hardened steel permanent mag-
